Then  and  Now. 

Tt  is  not  wholly  uncommon  for  sopie  of 
our  would-be  popular  newspaper  writers,  in 
some  sort  of  laconic  or  funny  way.  to  ridi- 
cule and  belittle  the  Baptist  preachers  of  a 
generation  or  two  ago.  They  tell  us  that, 
very  much  of  the  opposition  they  encoun- 
tered. and  the  persecutions  they  experienc- 
ed was  because  of  their  own  “sharp  at- 
tacks upon.”  and  “cutting  and  slashing” 
at.  other  people,  of.  course  meaning  the 
Fedohnptists.  Tt  seems  from  the  “revela- 
tions” of  these  “phunnv  fellows”  that  some 
of  the  old-fashioned  Baptist  preachers  got 
the  lash  on  their  hacks,  or  were  “rode  out” 
of  the  community  on  a rail,  without  the 
courtesy  of  an  invitation  to  “call  again.” 
Sometimes  they  were  “dneked”in  the  pools 
where  they  had  baptized  some  of  their  con- 
verts nnd  afterwards  admonished  to  go. 
nuiek  and  far  away  and  not  return.  Much 
like  this  js  told  with  an  air  of  puiquant 
lightness,  of  course  to  give  it  relish.  The  j 
reason,  more  gravely  assigned  for  the  of-, 
fensive  utterances  of  the  old-time  Baptist 
preaehers  was  their  “dense  ignorance.”  ex- 
treme “nervousness”  and  maintained  “ex- 
clusiveness.” 

They  seem  to  tell  these  things  more  to 
show  the  superioritv  in  “intelligence,” 
“broadness”  and  “liberality”  of  the  pres- 
ent generation  of  Baptist  peeaehers  over 
those  of  the  past,  than  for  edification,  and 
are  not  unmindful  in  some  ingenious  sort  of 
way  to  include  themselves  among  these  su- 
perior modern  elects. 

We  almost  wonder  sometimes  that  thesp 
merry-makers  have  allowed  old  Elijah  to 
escape  their  little  raids  on  the  old-fashioned 
characters  of  history,  or  how  Jeremiah  got 
off  with  a whole  cuticle  or  John  the  Bap- 
tist without  a tae  of  illiteracy  or  Paul  with- 
out. a witty  criticism  or  two.  or  even  the 
Master  himself  without  havintr  a few  slv 
iokes  flipped  at  him.  for  all  of  these  lived 
in  the  cruder  aces,  were  unsparing  in  their 
criticisms  of  sin  and  error  and  all  had  the 
roughest  kind  of  sailing  at  the  hands  of 
wicked  men  just  ns  did  our  Raptist  fathers

of  the  jury  in  the  late  Yorker  case  in  the 
circuit  court  here,  and  with  no  friend  to 
reward  and  no  enemy  to  punish,  we  print 
with  approval  the  following  editorial  from 
the  Jackson  Evening  News,  of  the  5th  in- 
stant : 

“The  jury  in  the  Yerger  ease  this  morn- 
ing brought  in  a verdict  of  not  guilty.  If 
there  ever  was  a miscarriage  of  justice  this 
is  one.  The  public  is  pretty  familiar  with 
the  evidence,  having  read  it  fi|om  day  to 
day  as  printed  in  this  paper,  pud  if  this 
evidence  did  not  spell  guilt,  therfc  is  no  such 
thing  ns  a man  being  guilty  of  murder. 
The  testimony  for  the  defense  li’ns  flimsy, 
just  such  verdicts  as  this  feed  the  mob 
spirit  in  this  country,  and  mdke  people 
want  to  take  the  law  in  their  pwn  hands. 
Such  verdicts  are  a license  to  others  to  go 
oHt  with  their  guns  and  murejer  at  will. 
The  News  hardly  believes  that  public  senti- 
ment will  endorse  this  verdict,  which  is  so 
manifestly  at  variance  with  t|ie  facts  as 
adduced  at  the  trial.  If  we  4re  ever  to 
build  tip  a sentiment  for  law  and  order,  the 
first  thing  that  must  be  done  in  this  coun- 
try is  to  punish  those  who  are  guilty.  The 
jpry  in  the  Yerger  case  has  <Jone  a bad 
day’s  work  for  the  county  of  Hinds  and 
the  State  of  Mississippi.” 

This  and  other  similar  cases  occurring 
about  over  the  country  bring  law  and  courts 
iiito  contempt,  and  originate  and  stimulate 
the  mob-spirit.  Tt  is  a burning  shame  that 
the  faulty  administration  of  tho  laws,  good 
enough  in  themselves,  turn  out  to  defeat 
the  very  ends  of  law.

It  is  good  to  sh  give,  but  we  do  no;  *il 
ways  realize  that;  so  many  do  this. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  over  all  that 
the  people  do?  . Theirs  is  a continual  work 
continual  giving.  They  build  one 
church  houses,  our  orphanages,  our  school 
houses  and  our  college  buildings.  They 
support  the  ministry  by  the  labor  of  their 
hands.  They  meet  all  of  the  incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  churches,  and  give  largely 
to  educate  young  preachers,  and  car-  for 
the  orphans  and  the  destitute.  They  arc 
coutinaully  helping  those  who  sutTer  from 
misfortune  in  their  communities.  They 
carry  on  our  Sunday  Schools:  work  all  the 
week  and  teach  the  beet  they  can-  on  Sun- 
day without  one  thought  of  pay  for  their 
services.  They  faithfully  stand  by  their 
churches,  go  to  the  services  and  patiently 
listen  to  our  sermons,  and  often  defend  us 
when  the  facts  were  all  against  them,  for 
our  sermons  were  so  poor  and  dead.  God 
bless  the  noble  people.  When  a revival" 
comes,  the  faithful  do  their  daily  work  and 
attend  the  meetings  night  and  day,  then 
pay  the  assisting  preacher  and  sometimes 
give  to  the  pastor  a present,  without  even 
one  thought  of  ever  getting  one  cent  fo^ 
what  they  have  done.

The  first  element  of  church  strength  that 
I mention  is  a converted  membership,  j The 
church  is  no  place  for  an  unconverted  man. 
The  church  of  Christ  is  a divine  institution 
and  no  one  has  a right  to  membership  with- 
in its  folds  except  those  who  are  genuinely 
converted.  The  only  evidence  that  a [man 
is  converted  is  the  Christ-life  that  he  lives. 
And  no  one  can  live  the  life  that  Christ 
lived  unless  he  hns  been  converted.  J The 
New  Testament  requires  thnt  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church'  of  Christ  shall  liv«|  up- 
right, godly  lives.  The  man  who  lovek  sin 
better  than  he  does  the  things  of  God  lias 
no  part  whatever  in  the  church.  God  has 
provided  no  place  for  him  until  he  ishall 
have  been  converted.  The  member  of  the 
church  who  takes  the  name  of  God  in  vain 
and  will  not  repent  anil  turn  away  from  his 
sins  ought  to  he  excluded  from  the  church. 
The  drunkard  who  continues  in  his  sins 
should  be  excluded.  The  little  daheing 
sister  that  loves  the  dance  better  than  she 
does  the  Kingdom  of  God  should  be  ex- 
cluded speedily.  No  church  can  succeed 
until  all  of  its  members  shall  be.  led  to 
give  up  the  world  and  give  their  lives  de- 
votedly to  the  cause  of  Christ.  Godj  will 
always  bless  those  who,  like  the  young 
woman,  enn  stand  up  nnd  say  “I  thank;  God 
that  I do  not  have  to  go  to  the  world  to 
find  my  pleasure.” 

The  second  clement  of  church  strength 
is  a praying  church;  The  church  whose 
members  pray  often  to  God  will  alwaVs  bo 
a power  for  good.  Every  member  of  the 
church  should  pray.  The  saying  is  true: 
“The  devil  trembles  when  he  secs  the  ivenk- 
est  saint  upon  his  knees.”  The  weakest 
saint  in  all  the  world  can  make  the  very 
throne  of  the  Evil  One  tremble  whdn  he 
goes  to  God  often  in  prayer.  I’he  church 
that  prayes  has  very  little  time  to  criticize 
the  pastor,  for  they  will  be  too  busily  en- 
gaged in  the  Master’s  service  to  find  fault 
with  his  preaching.  One  great  secret  of 
Spurgeon’s  success  was  that  every  morn- 
ing while  he  was  preaching  there  Was  a 
hand  of  men  behind  him  in  his  study  earn- 
estly engaged  in  prayer  that  God  might 
hlesg  the  message  that  day  to  the  Salva- 
tion of  souIr.  Such  a church  as  this  will 
make  any  man  a great  preacher.  But  alas, 
they  are  so  few. 

The  next  clement  of  strength  is  a seek- 
ing church.  The  church  that  seeks  first  of 
all  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteous- 
ness will  be  a power  for  good.  A seeking 
church  is  one  that  desires  to  be  informed 
along  all  lines  of  Christian  endeavor.  The 
• member  of  the  church  that  never  studies  the 
word  of  God  cannot  possibly  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  Christ.  Those  who 
never  read  the  religious  papers  will  never 
know  anything  about  the  progress  of  the 
Kingdom  ef  Christ.  Not  only  should  they 
seek  information  along  the  lines  of  Chris- 
tian endeavor,  but  every  member  should 
seek  after  the  souls  of  those  who  are  lost. 
It  should  he  the  deepest  desire  at  every 
service  that  some  one  should  be  saved.  A 
passion  for  souls  will  make  us  like  Christ, 
and  like  Christ  we  shall  be  strong  for  God. 
“The  seeking  soul  has  a quickened  percep- 
tion.” God  bless  the  man  who  seeks.  Christ 
said,  “jBeek  and  ye  shall  find,  knock  and  it 
shall  be  opened.”

;|||ie  rapidity  with  which  the  Bible  is  lie- 
ijlgv  circulated,  portends  the  second  coming 
of HUr  Ix*nl.  His  pnmiise  was  that  the  end 
onme  dispensation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  would 
“When  the  gospel  shall  have  been 
ptj-iehed  in  every  nation.”  It  is  not  said 
to*very  person;  though  the  obligation  of 
ey^ry  Christian  is  to  do  so,  as  far  as  pus- 


sihle.  During  the  last  century,  th*  prayer 
of  God ’a  people  w as  for  the  “open  doo'r.” 
now  the  call  is  for  messengers  to  "fid 
teach.” 

God  has  overruled  the  affairs  of  the  na- 
tions, ami  it  has  "jeome  to  pans”  that  doors 
are  thrown  wide  t»|»en  and  the  g<»a|*el  min- 
ister is  invited  to  com*  in  ami  preach  the 
t’hrist.  If  there  be  any  nation  that  forbids 
the  entrance  of  j the  missionaries  of  the 
cross,  we  know  n^t  when*;  for  even  Thibet 
has  heard  the  preached  word  Meanwhile 
the  Bible  haa  tierii  published  in  nearly  every 
known  tongue  anti  is  being  carried  to  the 
very  ends  of  the  earth. 

One  great  trouble  to  the  progress  of  the 
gospel  is  “nominal  Christianity."  Com- 
mercialism is  carrasl  on  largely  hy  unregen- 
crate  citizens  of  a so-called  Christian  nation, 
whom  the  heathe^i  regard  as  Christiana  - 
their  example  is  i^u  exit  and  a hindrance. 
Another  drawbaelj  is  “forms  and  ceremo- 
nies" preached  instead  of  Christ  and  Mis 
law:  not  to  mention  the  falsi*  idea  that  only 
the  ordained  preacher  ia  under  the  obliga- 
tion to  teach.”  There  are  varioua  waya  of 
teaching  not  by  kpceeh  only;  hut  hy  writ- 
ing: by  giving;  by  influence. 

If  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  leads  men 
to  study  its  teachings  for  themselves,  great 
good  will  result;  many  errors  thnt  are 
taught  will  not  hiive  to  lie  unlearned.  A 
heart  full  of  errotjs  must  first  he  cleansed, 
before  it  can  he  filled  with  the  truth.  The 
npostle  John  says:  “The  truth  shall  mak" 
yon  free.”  The  preacher  is  to  preach 
Christ:  “the  way.  the  truth  and  the  life.”
